The Committee to which was referred the resolution of J. T. Murray, relating 
to the call of a general convention of the church, respectfully report the following; 

Whereas, The unsettled condition of the country at the time for the meeting 
of the General Conference subsequent to the one held at Lynchburg, Ya., in 1858, 
prevented the representatives of the greater part of the annual conferences from 
assembling in a general church council since 1858; and 

Whereas, The Conferences in the Southern States have been so weakened and 
discouraged by tlie disasters incident to the war that they need the sympathy and 
encotirayement of the more prosperous and in fluential Conferences ; and hoping that 
« General Convention ivill, by exhibiting the real strength and purpose of tlie Churcli, 
have a tendency to build up tlie waste places of our Zion and strengthen the bonds 
of our ecclesiastical organization; therefore. 

Resolved, That the Maryland Annual Conference unite with her sister Annual 
Conferences in the call of a general convention of the Methodist Protestant Church, 
he held at Montgomery, Alabama, on tlie first Tuesday in IMay, eighteen liundred 
and sixtv-seven.

Conference adjourned to meet at half past two o’clock. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Conference was opened with' singing and prayer by Rev. I). 
Bowers. 

The Committee on ^Necessities and Requests of Circuits and 
Stations presented a report which was read hy the Secretarj^ 
and passed upon in the usual way. The item respecting the 
East Baltimore Station remitting the debt due the Conference 
by said station was adopted. On motion, the item respecting 
Alexandria Station was referred to the Committee on Missions. 
The name of West Baltimore Circuit was changed to Finks- 
burg Circuit. That part of the report respecting Starr Church 
and Lexington Mission severing the connection between the 
same was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Superannuated Claimants 
was received and laid over under the rule. 

The resolutions referring to Superannuates offered by Rev. L. 
W. Bates during the morning session was, on motion, referred 
to a committee to be reported on at the next Conference. 

The vote was then taken to determine the place and time of 
holding the next Conference which resulted in the selection of 
East Baltimore Station as the place, and the second Wednes- 
day in March, 1868, as the time. A paper on missionary col- 
lections was presented by Rev. B. A. Shermer and referred to. 
the Committee on Missions. 

At the request of Rev. J. T. Murray, it was ordered that 
a committee of five be appointed to confer with him upon the 
propriety of issuing a call for the assembling of a general con- 
vention of the church in Montgomery, Alabama, in May next. 
Committee appointed : J. K. Mchols, L. W. Bates, D. E. Reese, 
B. H. Richardson and A. T. Melvin. 
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Conference then adjourned with the doxology and bene- 
diction. 



Fifth Day, Monday Mornincx, March 18. 

Conference opened with religious services, conducted by 
Rev. M. E. Hysore. 

Reports on Temperance and Statistics were then presented.

1st, That we view with alarm the fearful increase of intemperance, and the sad 
inroads it is making on the morals of the country and the peace and happiness of 
communities. 

2nd. That we enter our solemn protest against the use of ardent spirits as a bev- 
erage and all traffic in it, except for medicinal purposes. 

3rd. That we express our deep abhorrence of intemperance as a vice, and that it 
is our duty to make unceasing and vigorous efforts in the use of all proper means 
to suppress it.

That, in addition to the foregoing measures, the public collection 
for Missions prescribed by Conference be taken up, and that an elibrt b(; made to 
secure contributions for life memberships in the Parent iSociety. 

Resolved, (Hh, That Kev. Theodore D. Valiant be appointed ]^Iissionary Agent 
for the Conference, to serve as may be convenient to him, in setting before our 
Churches the claims of our Home Missions, and collecting funds for the same, and 
that he be allowed such compensation for his services as the Board of ^fissions 
may deem proper to appropriate. L. W. BATES. 

Rev. J. Roberts olfered the following, which was adopted :

1. In reference to the report of the Book Directory, we deeply regret the embar- 
rassed condition of the concern, and, with the Directory, we deplore the 
necessity of dispensing with the valuable services of the present editor. Rev J. T. 
Murray, which have given universal satisfaction to the Church and to the patrons 
of the paper. Nevertheless, under the circumstances, we feel it our duty to recom- 
mend the adoption by the Conference of the suggestion contained in the second 
resolution of the report of the Directory, namely : 

[ That an Editorial Committee be selected from the pastors of the city, to whom 

1 shall be entrusted the duties and responsibilities of editing the paper for the ensu- 
; iug year. 

I We would further recommend that, in all other respects, the management of the 

' concern be left to the judgment of the Directory itself. 

I We would further recommend that the members of Conference pledge themselves 

I to put forth renewed exertions to increase the circulation of the paper. 

i 2. In reference to the communication of Prof. F. R. Buell, tlie .Committee would 

; state that, in addition to it, they had also the personal presence of Brother Buell, 

P who explained to them what he is willing to do in regard to connecting the West- 

! orn Maryland College with the Church, viz: 

^ He tenders to the ^Maryland Annual Conference a general supervisory control 

^ of the institution, by the annual appointment on their part of a Board of Directors 
to assist him in securing suitable instructors, and in the proper management of the 
I institution. 

I The Committee considering this a most favorable opportunity for the securemen^ 

of the advantages of an institution for the education of the sons and daughters of 
[ the members and friends of our Church, and regarding Brother Buell’s offer as a 
f very generous one, inasmuch as he docs not ask the assumption of any pecuniary 

’ responsibility on the part of the Church, do not hesitate to recommend its imme- 

t- diate acceptance by the Maryland Annual Conference. 

I The Committee would further recommend that some plan be adopted to raise as 

soon as possible a fund of not less than $10,000, the interest of which shall be ' 
; applied to the education in whole or in part of such pious young men as may be 
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contejnplatiug entering upon the active duties of the ministry in the M. P. Church, 
the said fund to be secured in perpetuity by legal claim upon the college buildings. 

In case the Conference should adopt the above items, the Committee further 
recommend that each member of the (.Conference use his utmost endeavors to aid in 
raising money for the educational fund, and also to secure at least one pupil from 
each circuit and station to enter the institution at its opening term in .September 
next, and report the result of his eflbrts to Brother Buell at as early a ])eriod as 
possible. 

Finally, the Committee would ask the attention of Conference to a series of 
resolutions herewith submitted, which were unanimously adopted by the Quarterly 
< Conference of Pipe Creek Circuit.

JAMES M. ELDERDICE, Committee. 
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KEY. JAMES FRANCIS WHITESIDE. 

It becomes our painful duty to furnish for the Conference minutes an obituary 
notice of our late and much lamented brother in Christ, the Rev. James Francis 
I Whiteside, who died in full prospect of eternal life in Heaven, June 20th, 186(5, 
in the 38th year of his age, and the seventeenth year of his (fospel ministry. 

I Brother Whiteside was born at Triadelphia, Montgomery county, Maryland, on 
the first day of July, 1828, and, according to the best information in our posses- 
sion, was converted to Christ in his 17th year. He was led thus early to seek sal 
ration by a sermon preached by Rev. William Collier, at a camp meeting, which 
convinced him of sin, and the necessity of an immediate espousal of the religion of 
Christ. He lost no time, but was soon enabled to rejoice in the possession of the 
[)earl of great price. His rapid improvement, his devotion to the church, and the 
immediate development of talent for usefulness, may be inferred from the fact that 
his quarterly conference licensed him to preach and recommended him to the iSIary- 
land Annual Conference as a suitable person to be employed as an itinerant 
preacher, in the short space of four years after his conversion, and he was received 
by that body in the spring of I860 This year he was appointed an assistant to 
Rev. Eli Henkle, on Baltimore Circuit; in 1852 with Rev. T. M. Wilson, on 
Union circuit. These brethren gladly bear their testimony to the acceptability 
and usefulness of their zealous young assistant. In 1853 he was appointed Super- 
intendent of Trough Creek circuit, where his labors were highly appreciated and 
successful, and, in the language of one who knew him intimately, “he was 
regarded as a man of sterling worth by those who knew him both in and out of the 
church.” He was returned to this circuit in 1854, and on the 6th of September 
following, was united in the holy bonds of matrimony to !Miss Maiy H. Wright, 
daughter of the late Dr. Jesse Wright, of Cassville, Huntingdon county. Pa. In 
1855 he was appointed to Alleghany circuit, wdiere he labored with varied suc- 
cess for three years, Here he experienced many hardships, preaching three and 
four times on h Sabbath, so as to till his appointments, and taught school through 
the week to aid in the sup].)ort of his family. “ Those were soul-trying times to 
us,” writes one who knows. But these things did not discourage him ; his indom- 
; itable energy and physical endurance enabled him to rise above ail obstacles. Ln 
1858 he w-as appointed to Cecil circuit, where he spent three pleasant and prosper- 
ous years. In 1861 he was assigned to Baltimore circuit, and served one year 
with his accustomed zeal and success. In 1862 he \vas appointed to West Balti- 
more circuit, having Rev. G. Weils as colleague the first year. Here he spent two 
years with unusual success, having extensive revivals all around the circuit. The 
last field of labor assigned this lamented brother by the Methodist Annual Confer- 
ence, was the New Market circuit, where he spent two very pleasant and prosper- 
' ous years, and had but fairly entered on the third, with higher hopes and orighter 
prospects for extended usefulness than either of the previous years, having raised 
a. subscription of fifteen hundred dollars, and arranged the preliminaries of a new 
Methodist Protestant Church at Fawn Grove, when, by an inscrutable Providence, 

, he wms suddenly cut down in the midst of his days and in the flood-tide of his use- 
fulness, on Wednesday afternoon, June 20th, lacking eleven days of being 38 
years of age. He w'as only sick about thirty hours, but he suffered excruciating 
pain, while everything that medical skill could do was done for him. Five phy- 
i sicians were called to see him, and advise with one another, but their united 
■ efforts were in vain. He found no relief but in death. He died at the residence 
1 of Mr. Standiford, near Freeland’s station, some thirty-five miles from Baltimore, 

^ and six or eight from his residence in Stewartstown, Pa. His colleague. Rev. 

: Samuel T. Furguson, reports as follows : 

“ He was taken suddenly ill the next day (Tuesday, June 18th) about 10 
o’clock, A. M., and continued to grow^ worse, suffering excruciating pain. Sister 
! Whiteside reached his sick room about 10 o’clock on Wednesday morning, and did 
all in her power to relieve and comfort her dying husband. Fifteen minutes 
i before his death he walked across the room, and, looking into the mirror, 

exclaimed ; ‘ Can this be me ! I am a doomed man ; I must die ! ’ And then, 
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turning to liis wife, said — ‘ Prepare for tlie worst : I cannot live I ’ After this lie 
began to sink rapidly — he ceased to speak — motioned for pencil and paper, and 
wrote the following words : ‘ God is love ; He is my portion’ — the last letters of 
portion being imperfect, the pencil falling from his hands, not having strength to 
finish the sentence. He was asked by some one if he felt clear in mind. He made 
the sign of the cross, touched his head and pointed heavenwards, as if to say, they 
that bear the cross shall wear the crown, and then passed away to the spirit land, 
^leanwhile, the news began to spread far and near that Ptev. J. F. Whiteside was; 
dying — is dead ! — producing a sorrowing influence in every household throughout 
the circuit. Business w'as almo.st simultaneously suspended in the neighborhood. 
Crowds gatliered hourly at the place of mourning to gaze upon the inanimate form 
of one wljo was universally loved and esteemea by all who had the pleasure of 
his acquaintance. Tears flowed freely from the eyes of men, women and children.” 
His remains were taken to iStewartstown for interment, and Rev. J. R. Nichols, 
who preached the funeral discourse and conducted the burial services, describes the 
occasion as one of great interest. He says ; “ fSeeniingly the entire population of 
the village and surrounding country, together with the Good Templars and a large 
procession of horsemen and carriages, were in attendance and availed themselvesj 
of the opportunity of taking the last leave of their loved and lamented one.” His 
remains now repose in the graveyard attached to the ]\lethodist Protestant Church 
at Stewartstown, the place of his last residence. 

Rev. Jas. K. Nichols says of him : “ I must say 1 was led to esteem him very 
highly, as a most laborious, efricient and successful minister of our common Lord 
and Saviour. On my annual rounds of visitation, I always found him in his 
place and at his work, universally beloved by his people and really popular with 
the masses, both as a man and as a preacher of the Gospel. As an evidence of liis 
f;tflciency, I may say he never failed to improve the condition of his work, not 
uufrequently lifting it right up from a state of languishing and depression into 
that of a vigorous and growing prosperity. Being a man of great physical strength i 
and endurance, he performed an amount of labor that few of his brethren were 
capable of enduring, preaching three and often four times on the Sabbath, when 
the work seemed to require it. He never spared himself in this respect, but 
brought all his gigantic powers to the holy sacritice, laying his almost matchless 
manhood enfirc— body a.s well as soul — on the altar of the Gospel. He was a 
man of good intellect and respectable attainments, of tine social qualities, full of 
generous and noble impulses, and thoroughly devoted to his work. As a preacher, : 
his bearing in the pulpit was manly and impressive, his style was easy, fluent and 
agreeable, and, in the absence of great intellectuality, there was a certain popular 
element about his efforts — an earnestness and an unction — that captivated hi.r 
hearers and made him a most effective and successful preacher of the Gospel. 
He had but just reached the zenith of his ripened manhood; and had he lived some 
years longer, vou, and I, and the whole Conference would have known him better \ 
:is i am sure be would have made himself felt and appreciated more fully among ] 
his brethren. But he has gone to his rest in the midst *of his days and his usefulness.” | 
His last colleague testifies: ‘‘He was a man of great business talent. All his j 
plans and arrangements on the circuit received his mature consideration, and were 
carried into effect wdth the utmost system of punctuality. As a colleague, he was 1 
kind and agreeable.” 

We shall miss him in our annual conference gatherings, with that commanding : 
])erson and affable bearing. And with heartfelt sympathy for his bereaved com- ^ 
panion and two daughters, we extend our Christian condolence and embalm his 
memory in our warmest affections.
